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INTRODUCTORY 


The first comprehensive presentation of the modern 
Dutch school of painting to the people of the United 
States was made at the Chicago Exposition of 1S93, 
where Mr. Preyer was in charge of the Holland section 
of the Art Department. That exhibition made a very 
favorable impression on amateurs and connoisseurs, and 
was to many something like a revelation. A few of the 
leading painters of Holland were known here previous to 
that time, but it was not generally known that the serious 
feeling which characterizes the work of Mauve, Israels, 
and Maris runs generally through the school, and is to be 
found in a number of painters who until recently were 
little known in this country. 

The present collection has been formed with special 
regard to artistic quality, and most of the works were 
purchased direct from the artists.

APOL, L. F. H. Born in The Hague, 1850. Pupil of 
Hoppenbrouwers and P. Stortenbeker. A painter of land- b 
scapes in summer and winter. There is hardly a lover of 
art in Holland who has not an example of Apol, small or 
large, in his collection. Consequently there are not many 
of his paintings in America. He is an untiring worker and 
student. His works are in several museums of Holland.

He made 
his first impression as a painter of peasants, but during later 
years, possibly because it had been said that he had taken 
his cue from Israels, he gave his attention mostly to depict- 
ing the life and character of the Dutch people who dwell 
near the sea and gain their livelihood from its waters. 
His first exhibits at the Salon won for him recognition in 
the Paris art world, and, though somewhat uneven in 
quality, his works are highly esteemed in Europe.

The paintings 
he sent to the Chicago Exposition were all bought by con- 
noisseurs of the United States. He has exhibited in Paris, 
Munich, Chicago, Amsterdam, and The Hague with suc- 
cess, receiving a medal in each city.

His friend Weissen- 
bruch helped him to master the first difficulties, and his work 
now shows many of the excellent qualities of his teacher, 
modified by his own personality.

BELLONI, G. Born near Milan, 1S61. Pupil of the 
Academy of Milan, where he took many prizes. Modest 
and sensitive, this true and thoroughly trained artist has 
come into prominence in recent years as one of the most 
serious of the younger painters of Italy. He paints land- 
scapes and marines, sometimes introducing figures. He 
exhibited two large canvases— a marine and a landscape — 
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at the Venice International Exhibition of 1895, which at- 
tracted much attention and were immediately purchased, 
the one by the King of Italy and the other by a connoisseur 
of the Bourbon family. Belloni’s manner is free and force- 
ful when he is painting an impression of a strong effect in 
nature, and careful and accurate when the subject is one 
requiring such treatment ; but into everything he does 
goes the sentiment of his own nature, which is always pure 
and refined. He has examples of his work in the museum 
at Trieste and in the National Gallery at Rome. He has 
received several medals.

beek. Studied principally with her late husband, J. W. 
Bilders, and Anton Mauve, who taught her to paint direct 
from nature. She is particularly excellent in her sketches 
of wood interiors, especially in water color, which are 
much admired in Holland.

BOSBOOM, JOHANNES (Deceased) Born at The 

Hague, 1817; died there 1892. Pupil of B. J. Van Hove. 
Bosboom is now recognized as one of Holland’s best paint- 
ers. Since his death his works have rapidly been absorbed 
into collections. He was unexcelled in his specialty of 
church interiors. Beautifully drawn and executed, they are 
filled with air and also with the suggestion of those senti- 
ments that are inspired by the grand architecture that has 
been a silent witness of great events in Holland’s history. 
His landscapes are also full of fine feeling. He received 
many honors ; none that he greater esteemed than to be 
chosen, as he was in July, 1885, to unveil Rembrandt’s mas- 
terpiece in the new museum at Amsterdam.

He has in his work the 
spirit of the modern Dutch school.

There he went seriously to work, and in time was recog- 
nized as a landscape painter of great ability, and received 
medals at various places. Gabriel's compositions are gen- 
erally simple, but are full of atmosphere and contain an ex- 
ceedingly fine vein of sentiment. He now resides at The 
Hague, where he holds a high place in the esteem of his 
brother artists and among the art collectors of Holland.

Afterwards he followed the bent of his own 
nature and began to paint those genre subjects which will 
make his name forever famous. He sought his subject, as 
all the great painters of Holland have, in his own land, 
and in the life of its rustic and semi-maritime population 
found his best inspiration. He has done for the peasantry 
of Holland what Millet did for that of France, but with a 
more hopeful and less tragic spirit. The pleasures and 
pains of the poor he treats with, a tender brush, through 
which flows the sentiment of a sympathetic heart. He is a 
great lover of children, and paints them with a feeling and 
charm which are his own. His rich and subdued color 
lends to his work a noble seriousness and assists in adding 
to the human sentiment a distinctly poetic and spiritual 
quality. He has received many medals and other honors.

Jacob Maris 
was greatly impressed, while in Paris studying with Hebert, 
with the works of Daubigny, Millet, Rousseau, Duprd, and 
Corot. Returning to Holland, his serious nature was drawn 
towards the Dutch landscape, its windmills, towns, canals ; 
also to the seashore with its picturesque fishing-boats. He 
is regarded by all his brother artists as the greatest living 
landscape painter in Holland. His pictures have steadily 
grown in the estimation of connoisseurs. His work is char- 
acterized by great freedom, breadth, and power.

MAUVE, ANTON (Deceased) Born at Zaandam, 
1830. Died at Arnhem, 1889. Pupil of P. F. van Os, but 
mostly self-taught. His early period shows painstaking 
work in the style of his master. He soon, however, freed 
himself from this, being influenced thereto, it is said, by Wil- 
lem Maris, whom he saw one day sketching from nature with 
that freedom of manner so characteristic of him. Embrac- 
ing Maris, Mauve said, “ Here I find a man painting as a 
child would play.” Mauve is now recognized by the art 
world as one of the great painters of the century. Ap- 
preciation of his works has increased with each year since 
his death. This is shown both by the comments of critics 
and the prices paid by connoisseurs. His style is individual 
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and marked by both correctness and facility. His pictures are 
full of the poetry of his own nature, which causes them to 
be enjoyed more and more the longer one lives with them.

Pupil 
of W. Roelofs. He became a professional painter when 
thirty-five years of age, having previously been in his 
father’s banking establishment. The sea is his delight, and 
the ever-varying effects of morning, noon, and evening he 
has painted in canvases which are widely distributed. He 
is the most famous of Holland’s marine painters; is very 
wealthy and a hard worker ; president of the artists’ so- 
ciety, “Pulchri Studio,” and the happy and satisfied pos- 
sessor of many honors and decorations.
